SEVERE CRITICISM UPON THE UNITED 
STATES REPRESENTATIVE AT 
YOKOHAMA.

Yokohama, Aug. 22. — Gpo, K. IViee, 
•hitherto vice consul general of tin- 
United States .it Yokohama, has lieon 
nominated .is deputy consul general. 
The change is owing to difficulties 
caused by the previous system under 
•vfjiich Ttice could act and receive pay 
only in the absence of the consul gen 
eral. As deputy he may act, even 
while his superior is in Yokohama. 
The new arrangement docs little, how- 
ever, to remove the anomalies inevita- 
ble under the niggardly system of the 
United States representation in this 
country. We have men nominally 
serving as interpreters who know ab- 
solutely nothing of the language, both 
in Tokio anil Yokohama and whose 
services, if they render any, are total- 
ly diti'orent from tlio.se they are com- 
missioned to perform .Ministers and 
•consuls occupy portions of dwellings 
[professedly built as jails, because 
there ia not surlicient allowance for 
|>roper residences. 

A volcano named Shiramine, in the 
centre of Japan, which has been silent 
for 70 years, broke into an eruption 
August Oth. 

The government has interfered to 
prevent an unwarranted increase in 
the price of rice, caused by unscrupu- 
lous speculators. 

By inti igues of native and foreign 
speculators paper currency has been 
reduced to 80 per cent, below par. 
No legitimate cause for such decline 
exists. 

Severe earthquake shocks were felt 
at Tokio and Yokohama August IS. 

Corean news has been substantially 
anticipated by previous mail and tele- 
graph. 

Hongkong, Aug. 12. — The British 
ship Jessie Burrill, from New York to 
Shanghai, burned with 50,000 cases of 
kerosene oft' the island of Tung Ying, 
Augusta. The captain, his wife, and 
the officers of the vessel are safe. Fart 
of the crew is missing. 

Li Hung Chang is just emerging 
from the seclusion of mourning for his 
mother, and his counsellors are much 
agitated at the unexpected turn of ( 'or 
ean'aiTairs. There is an unexpected, 
activity of communications between 
his provincial station at, Teintsin and 
■ the capital. Commanders of Chinese 
foRces in the provinces near Annam 
have received orders to inarch to the 
assistance of the ruler of Annam if the 
latter is again molested by French in- 
vaders. 

The Shanghai tannery, a property of 
•great value, was totally destroyed by 
tire August, (i. The loss is extremely 
heavy, but is covered by insurance.

Niagara Falls, Out., Aug. 30.— 
'This morning at six o'clock .Mrs. Hron- 
•nan, residing on the River road near 
the English church, on stepping out of 
doors, heard a cry ior help in the di 
rection of the bank of the bank of the 
■river. She at once notified Thomas 
Wynn, of the Ontario police, who, on 
examining the place, found a woman 
'lodged in a tree about ten foot over (he 
•edge of the bank, and overlooking a 
precipice of 150 feet deep. A rope 
was secured, and with the assistance of 
Thomas lteilly, .Mr. Brennan, and 
Joseph Boydson, Thomas Wynn 
brought the woman safely to the top 
of the bank. A man's hat was found 
near the place, and the officer, on mak- I 
ing further examination, found a man 
dead on the rugged rocks beneath, iiav ] 
ing fallen 1 50 feet. Thewoman, neing 
questioned, gave the following parti- 
culars, the dead .man being her bus- 
band : — It seems they cime here from 
Hamilton, Out., three weeks ago. She 
said her husband's name was James 
Crumley, but he has been going under 
the <ilins of Rutherford, and is a tin- 
smith, 49 years old. ller age is fiO. 
Both have been thinking very heavily 
of late, and having no place to go laid 
down some time during the night, and 
when asleep and intoxicated fell over 
the bank. Had she not caught on the 
tree she would also have been a corpse 
this morning, and no one would ever 
have known how thev met their death. 



BLOODY FEUD IN KENTUCKY. 

Quarrols of Boys End in a War of Ex- 
termination, 

A feud J has long existed in Pike 
county, Fast Kentucky, betwein the 
Chatfield and MeLoy families. The 
( 'hattields are the more numerous and 
physically the larger, the McLoys being 
small in stature. The feud originated 
in quarrels when mere children. Rais- 
ed on neighboring farms, they had 
fought when gathering nuts, splashed 
and ducked each other while bathing 
and carried on their animosity until, 
as they grew to manhood tho Chatlields 
being larger and stronger men," had 
conquered the Mcl.oys. They made 
them slaves. Catching dim McLoy 
one day while they were grinding for 
cider in an old fashioned mill with a 
long sweep, they took tho horse out 
and made him get on his knees and 
push the sweep around until they got 
tired of the brutal fun, whipping him 
with rods to make him go faster. They 
had compelled the Mcl.oys to go into 
their lields and hoe their corn without 
pay. 

On the 7th instant (election day ) one 
of the Chatfield clan warned Jim Mc- 
Loy that he must not vote unless he 
voted with him. McLoy replied that 
he would not vote at all. This did not 
suit the overbearing Chatfield, who 
said: "Vou'ti better go then anil vote 
quick, and vote as 1 tell you." 

Voung McLoy straightened himself 
up, and, in a voice trembling with rage, 
probably mingled with fear, said : 
"Chatfield, you have made me go down 
on my knees and grind apples for you, 
and boo corn for you, but you can't 
make mu vote hutjust as I please to-day. " 
Chatfield responded to this with a 
fierce oath and a motion as if to draw 
a pistol. McLoy drew a knife, and 
dodging the bullet from his enemy's 
pistol, he sprang at his tormentor with 
a cry of rage, and made a slash w hich 
denuded the bone of one arm of its 
flesh from the shoulder to the elbow. 
Then, with powerful blows, he slashed 
Chatfield across the breast from shoul- 
der to waist, and again in the other 
direction. He must have driven the 
keen, long blade hilt deep through the 
clothing ami flesh at least twenty 
times before Chatfield fell. Ho (led a 
short distance and then surrendered 
himself, declaring that he had acted in 
self-defense. lie was immediately 
surrounded by the Chatfield clan, with 
no friends in sight. 

McLoy's. captors look him across 
Tug River into West Virginia. Afraid 
that the authorities of that State 
would In' better enforcers of the law 
than those of their own, the returned 
with hint on that or the next day. 
They had apparently made up their 
minds to a policy of extermination. 
Thev sent out parties and brought in 
McLoy s two brothers, aged respective 
ly twenty two and eighteen years. 
The second brother had been guilty of 
no other offense than being present 
when the killing occurred, while the 
boy of eighteen was not only not. pres- 
ent, but had never taken any part, in 
the feud between the two sets of men, 
either by word or deed. 

Having captured three bovs the par 
tv struck for the woods. Nothing 
more was seen of them, and after al- 
lowing sufficient time for vengeance to 
be wreaked, the citizens sent out a 
party to investigate. After some 
search the bodies were found in the 
thi'ket. The boys hail been made to 
stand in a row, their arms tied, each 
one's right arm to his neighbour's left, 
by green withes, anil the free arms of 
the two on the outside tied in the same 
manner to two saplings. Strung in 
this fantastic manner, they could not 
have resisted a woman. Their captors 
were determined to make themselves 
safe from the desperation of unarmed 
men. As they stood there looking 
down a sleep hillside, they were shot 
dead by one shot each in the back of 
the head, the bullets coming out at the 
forehead or near it. A shallow trench 
was dug, the three bodies laid in it, 
feet to head, and a mound heaped over 
them sufficiently to give them four 
inches of earth. 

The father of tin; murdered boys 
came into town the next day, and sold 
his team. with the proceeds bought a 
rifle and ammunition, and disappeared 
into the brush, determined to have his 
revenge. It is safe to believe that no 
relative of the Chatfiehls will pass him 
and Vwv.—Lynchbitry Viryin'uin.

Til ROUGH TO YALE. 

Thoro aro now u\u .steamers running 
dii the through rotrti- to Vale. The one 
is named the R. I". Kithet, and is the 
property of the I'ioncor line. The other 
in ostensibly owned by J. W. Moore, who 
is understood to run her in the interest 
of the creditors of his father. These 
boats aro transacting moat of the freight 
and passenger traffic on Fraser river and 
have demonstrated that boats which can 
navigate the gulf in safety can ply with 
equal facility on river waters. The route 
is now :i favorite one with passengers and 
shippers and has been found, we hope, 
as profitable as it is expeditious and inex- 
pensive. The public will readily recall 
the bitter controversy which took place 
two years ago over the proposition to run 
boats through to Vale from Victoria. 
We believe we are correct in the state- 
ment that this was the only journal in 
the province that supported the scheme. 
It, has since proved an unqualified suc- 
cess. The fight was sharp, but the advan- 
tages were so palpable anil manifest that 
tho old system, which involved a change 
of boats, double wharfage and from two 
to three days' detention en route, was 
speedily swept away and Victoria's com- 
mercial supremacy — which in 1881 had 
been seriously assailed is re-established 
upon a tinner basis than ever. This ar- 
ticle is prompted by the appearance of a 
lengthy letter from Captain Moore in our 
evening contemporary, in which the wri- 
ter, after sketching certain historical inci- 
dents connected with the through to 
Yale traffic, expresses the opinion that it 
is the intention of the owners of the Pio- 
neer Line, after having run off the West- 
ern Slope, tn withdraw their direct boat 
and return to the old system of changing 
freight destined for Vale at New West- 
minster. The captain is unduly alarmed. 
The owners of the Pioneer Line are too 
sensible to withdraw their boats from a 
paying route and thereby invite the es- 
tablishment of another and more effective 
opposition than that offered by the West 
em Slope. He might as well express a fear 
that Cariboo freighters would abandon 
their wagons and mule teams and return to 
the primitive mode of packing goods on 
muleback its to assert that there exists the 
slightest danger of a return to the until 
iptated system which required two boats 
to perforin a service that is now per- 
formed by one boat. The It. I". Rithet is 
entirely seaworthy, possesses large ca- 
pacity and great speed and is well adapted 
m the trade in which she is engaged and 
Inr which she was specially constructed. 
That she is popular with travelers and 
shippers cannot In- denied. Her owners 
have obtained a firm hold on public con- 
fidence by the adoption of a reasonable 
scale of charges, liberal treatment of 
patrons and prompt payment of claims 
as they are presented. These are the 
cardinal virtues which the popular will re- 
quires should be possessed by a steam- 
boatman. Wherever they are known to 
exist they are appreciated and rewarded. 
Captain Moore, as has been said, is 
alarmed without just cause. Should the 
Western Slope succumb (of which he 
seems afraid), ho may rest satisfied that 
tho through service will not be aban- 
doned. It is an established fact. As 
well expect people to abolish railroads 
and telegraphs as ask them to revert 
to tho old system of navigation which 
made tho Royal City a portage for goods 
and passengers bound to o.t from Victoria. 

LAND TROUBLES IN SCOTLAND. 

It seems as if tho agitation against the 
landlords, which has been gradually gain- 
ing strength in Scotland during recent 
years, may soon culminate in agrarian 
troubles similar to those now distracting 
Ireland. Wo read in the last Ttulh that 
there has been a serious outbreak at I'o- 
gart, on the estates of the Duke of Suth- 
erland, in consequence of an eviction. 
On the first, visit of the sheriffs officers 
they were compelled to retire by the wo- 
men of the place; but on reappearing 
laat week with two policemen they exe- 
cuted tin; eviction, whereupon the evicted 
tenant broke open the door and again 
look possession of his house. A very bad 
feeling exists in various parts of the High- 
lands, where the poople have long groaned 
under the tyranny of lairds or their fac- 
tors, and tho infamous ''Sutherland clear- 
ances" have given a bad name to the im- 
mense domain owned by the duke, which, 
however, the present peer has done some- 
thing to remove. After the troubles in 
Skye, these proceedings are ominous of 
mischief to come, and the sooner an in- 
quiry is commenced into the relations of 
landlord and tenant in the north of Scot- 
land the better it will be. Not only is 
there a general feeling of hostility towards 
the landlords and thoir representatives, 
but it is rapidly increasing.

PIONEER SMUGGLERS. 

AN OPIUM SEIZURE TWENTY YEARS AGO 

Tho Victoria Export Tralo as Con- 
ducted, by Jamo3 Fitzgerald 
and Michaol "Wallace. 

(San Francisco Chronicle.) 
The recent reorganization of the cus- 
tom house inspectors' force has given 
some of the officers who have grown gray 

I in the service an opportunity to rehearse 
their early experiences. They tell many 

I tales of smart captures and bouts with 
smugglers, which, even at this late day, 
are quite interesting. As long ago as 18<K< 
the main article of smuggling enterprise, 
as it is to-day, was opium, and many a 
dollar was lost by Uncle Sam on unpaid 
duty on the drug. Then as now the ves- 
sels engaged in the China trade were sub- 
jected to the strictest and most thorough 
search, and it had already then become 
quite difficult to bring contraband opium 
on shore. In lSlni I. '1'. McLean, who 
has since exchanged the revenue service 
for the service of paregoric over tho coun- 
ter of an Alameda drug store, was sur- 
veyor of the port, and the few inspectors 
who served under him and still continue 
in the service have not yet forgotten his 
successful endeavors to circumvent the 
ruses of the smugglers. Smuggling under 
his administration became a dangerous 
pursuit, for he prided himself upon his 
sharpness in following out the slightest 
clue . 

TUK VICTORIA TRAFFIC. 

But in the fall of I80H some suspicious 
circumstances in connection with the Vic- 
toria (B. C.) opium trade came to the sur- 
face which for a Ion;; time ba tiled all 
attempts at a satisfactory explanation. 
There were in those days but few Chinese 
in British Columbia, notwithstanding 
which fact the exports of opium from San 
Francisco to Victoria assumed such pro- 
portions that it became clear to the dullest 
understanding that the movement was 
not the result of a legitimate demand. 
Taken (in connection with the fact that 
this opium did not pay duty, as it was 
only in transit from China to British Co- 
lumbia, the suspicion that a well organi- 
zed system of smuggling prevailed became 
a certainty- It should lie understood that 
this opium was withdrawn from the San 
Francisco bonded warehouses only after a 
bond had been tiled by the owners and 
shippers, under winch they bound them- 
selves to adduce proofs of the opium 
having been landed in a foreign country. 
These proofs always came regularly in the 
sluqie of a certificate from the United 
States consul at Victoria. But. the mys- 
tery regarding the disposal of the opium 
after having been landed at Victoria 
proved insoluble, and the improbable con- 
clusion was forced upon .McLean that if 
the people of Victoria did not use it for 
frying potatoes, they smuggled it back 
overland or by means of the lumber ves- 
sels. Both avenues of entrance were 
therefore watched, but no discoveries re- 
sulted and the shipments continued. 

A 1'CXZI.INU PROBLEM. 

Late in 18tS:!an especially valuable ship- 
ment, valued at $oO,000, was withdrawn 
from the bunded warehouses for tranship- 
ment to Victoria. The necessary bonds 
were tiled, and the opium was taken on 
board the California Navigation Com- 
pany's steamer Brother Jonathan. Sur- 
veyor McLean saw it depart with tearful 
eyes, for he now had become convinced 
that it would be returned to the United 
States and that the payment of duty 
would be evaded. (In the afternoon of 
the same day, .1 W. Probasco, then an 
inspector hut now a ganger, on leaving 
the California Navigation Company wharf 
met an express wagon containing a num- 
ber of trunks. It was driven by .lames 
Fitzgerald, who was accompanied by 
Michael Wallace, a confidential clerk in 
the employ of Koopnianchap & Co., the 
well-known Chinese importers and labor 
agents. The actions of Fitzgerald anil 
Wallace aroused the suspicions of Pro- 
basco, but as the wagon was proceeding 
to the wharf and not from it, he con- 
tented himself with communicating his 
doubts to Surveyor .McLean. The latter, 
in his determination to leave no stone 
unturned which might possibly hide the 
footprints ol the supposed opium smug- 
glers, sent another inspector to the dock, 
who was to make inquiries about (he 
trunks. The latter returned after some 
hours and reported that, despite the must 
diligent research, he had been unable to 
tind the .slightest trace of the wagon nild 
the trunks. Surveyor .McLean would then 
have given up the clue if Naval Officer 
Wdlard Farwell, who happened to be 
present, had not made the suggestion that 
two men, who were unknown to the 
officers of the ship and the poople of the 
dock, be detailed to watch the Brother 
.Jonathan until she should have sailed. 
Tins plan was adopted. 

THE SECRET ol T. 

For the better comprehension of the 
events which followed it is necessary to 
state the California Navigation Company 
also owned the Sacramento river boats. 
The travel in those years, was exceedingly 
heavy. These boats used one side of the 
pier, while the Victoria boats docked at 
the other. The men detailed to watch 
the Victoria bout watched in vain until 
the Sacramento boat arrived. Then, 
while all was bustle and activity, the 
docks being crowded with people, wagons 
and trunks, l hey discovered that a num- 
ber of trunks were being passed from 
thej Brother .Jonathan to the wharf. 
Hero an express wagon loaded them pist 
as quickly, and tlo latter was driven into 
the line of wagons carrying baggage from 
the Sacramento boat. This wagon was 
again driven by .James Fitzgerald and 
Michael Wallace, both of whom were dis- 
guised in workingmon's clothes, (if course 
it was detained by the custom house offi- 
cers, anil the two drivers were taken 
into custody. The wagon and its contents 
were taken to the Appraiser's building, 
where §110,000 worth of opium was found 
stowed away in the trunks. The wooden 
boxes which contained the tins had been 
removed, and the trunks themselves Idled 
with the small tins. Tho secret how the 
enormous quantities of opium which had 
been ostensibly withdrawn from bond for 
export to Victoria had been thrown into 
consumption on tho San Francisco market 
was now out. The opium had never been 
taken to Victoria. In all some 200 boxes 
had been nominally shipped to Victoria, 
the duty on which amounted to about 
$f>0,000. 

FATE OF THE sMt iio'LKKs. 
The master of the Brother Jonathan, 
as well as the engineer, ( 1. W. Hutchin- 
son, and the mate, John Phillips, were 
arrested. The United States grand jury 
found indictments against James litz- 
gerald, Michael Wallace and the last two 
named. All were put under heavy bonds. 
Phillips and Hutchinson stood trial, and 
one of them was sentenced to a year's 
imprisonment. Wallace and Fitzgerald 
forfeited their bail and went to Mexico, 
where they resided for several years. 
The former then went to British Colum- 
bia, when- he has since died(?) Fitzgerald 
has lately ventured back to the United 



States; but as his bail bonds have been 
paid the United States authorities have 
so far not taken any notice of his pres- 
ence, although the criminal indictment 
against him for smuggling has never been 
dismissed. The Victoria opium trade, 
however, has not since assumed the pro- 
portions which it had in 1803.

It was 
formerly the custom to protect farms by 
planting them strung with cords, some- 
thing like rabbit snares, and gradually 
ills wolves came to respect these precau- 
tions, so that a line stretched across tho 
neck of a peninsula would protect the 
whole district. The wolves take the tele- 
graph for a new and improved snare, 
and promptly leave tho country when a. 
line is built. On our own treeless plains 
the buffalo hails the telegraph pole as 
an ingenious device for his own benefit. 
Like all cattle he delights in scratching 
himself, and he goes through the per- 
formance so energetically that he knocks 
down the post. An early builder of tele- 
graph lilies undertook to protect thepoato 
by inserting bradawls into the wood, but 
the thick-skinned buffalo found the brad- 
awl an improvement, as affording him a 
new sensation, and scratched down more 
poles than ever. In Japan the special 
enemies of the telegraph are Ihe spiders, 
which grow lo an immense size, and 
avail themselves of the wires as an ex- 
cellent framework for their webs. So 
thick are the cords the Japanese spiders 
spin that often, especially when they are 
covered with dew, they serve to connect 
the wires with each other or tho ground, 
and so to stop them from working. In 
the sea the wires are ni t any safer, as a 
email worm has developed itself since ca- 
bles came into fashion, which bores its 
way through iron wire and gutta porcha, 
lets in tie- water, and so destroys a lino 
wort h millions of dollars.

An automatic instrument for closing a 
gas supply at a given time has been re- 
cently described in the Berlin Chemical I 
Society by Herr Michaelis, and is said to | 
have given good results in practice. It 
looks like a small round alarm clock, and 
has on either side a nipple, for connection | 
of the of the caoutchouc tubing by which j 
the gas passes through the body of the I 
clock.

The apparatus, 
it is noted, will serve for other kinds of 
gas besides luminous, and it may be used 
for Ihe automatic stoppage of gas meters.
